MONDAY, JANUARY 28, 1924 
The Speaker took the chair at 3 o’clock. 


This being the first day of the Fourth Session of the Fifth 
Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta for the despatch 
of business pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour Robert 
George Brett, Lieutenant Governor, dated the fifth day of Janu- 
ary, 1924, the Clerk of the House read the proclamation as fol- 
lews:

The Speaker officially informed the Assembly of the death of 


Dr. J. E. State, member for the Electoral District of Clearwater, 
also that he had received official resignation of the Hon. J. L. Coté, 


Member for the Electoral District of Grouard, thereby causing 


vacancies in those Electoral Districts. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House, and, 
having taken his seat on the Throne, was pleased to open the 
Session by the following gracious speech: , 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


“Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: _ 


“Tt gives me pleasure to welcome you to the opening of the ~ 


Fourth Session of the Fifth Legislative Assembly of the Province. 
“Since the close of the last Session the House has suffered the 


loss of another valuable member in the person of Dr. J. E. State, 


late representative for Clearwater. His genial personality will 
be greatly missed in the deliberations of the House. ; 
“The appointment of the Honourable J : L. Coté, Representa- 


tive for Grouard, to the Senate, deprives the House of the advice ~ x 
and experience of one of its oldest members. Our best wishes are _ 


extended to him in his new field of effort. 


“With humble gratitude to Divine Providence we rejoice in — 


the bountiful harvest which has throughout the Province re- 


warded the labours of our people during the past year. The un- | 


expected volume of this crop, greatly exceeding that of any 
other year in the history of the Province, will encourage our 
producers and do much to restore confidence in the future of this 
Province. A hee 
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“The low prices of farm products that have prevailed during 
the past year have emphasized the necessity of greater marketing 
facilities. The wheat producers are to be congratulated on the 
success that so far has attended their efforts to. establish an or- 
ganization to market their product co-operatively. It is expected 
that efforts will be made to extend the principle of co-operative 
marketing to other kinds of farm produce and my Government 
will introduce legislation to provide better facilities for the in- 
corporation and organization of such enterprises. 

“My Government has continued to give careful attention to 
the question of freight rates and it is a source of gratification 
that the recent appeal taken jointly with the Province of British 
Columbia to His Excellency the Governor General in Council has 
resulted in a substantial reduction in railway tolls on grain ship- 
ments to the Pacific Coast. 

“In order to further facilitate the marketing of farm produce 
my Government will ask you to consider a programme contem- 
plating the improvement of our entire main market-road system. 
A bill will be introduced to enable the Government to borrow 
money to be repaid from the annual revenues from automobile 
licenses for the purposes of reconditioning the main highway 
system. 

“Since the last Session-the electors of the Province have, under 
the provisions of The Direct Legislation Act, decided, by a large 
majority, in favor of government control and sale of alcoholic 
liquors. Following the provisions of the said Act you will there- 
fore be asked to consider legislation to carry into effect the will 
of the electors as expressed in the plebiscite. 

“A revised Election Act will also be presented for your 
approval, which will embody the principle of the, preferential 
vote in single-member electoral divisions and that of proportional 
representation in electoral divisions where more than one mem- 
ber is to be returned. 

“Believing that the general economic condition of the Prov- 
ince still demands retrenchment in the administration of all 
departments and branches of the Government, my Government 
will continue throughout the present fiscal year to carefully 
examine all public services with a view to economizing in every 
possible way. 

“The operation of The Debt Adjustment Act has proven very 
beneficial in relieving conditions existing during the past year. 
My Government has under consideration an extension of the 
service to deal with problems of administration relating to the 
collection of certain arrears of taxes and seed grain advances, 
and their proposal will be submitted for your consideration. 


“Your attention will be directed to the result of the recent 
negotiations between my advisers and the Dominion Government 


with respect to the return to the Province of its natural resources. 


“You will be asked to consider legislation dealing with certain 
important amendments to existing Statutes. 

“The annual reports of the various Departments of the Gov- 
ernment will be presented to the House in due course. The Public 
Accounts for the last fiscal year will be placed before you and 
the Estimates of Expenditure for the current fiscal year will be 
submitted for your consideration. 
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“T now leave you to the business of the Session with full con- 
fidence that your deliberations will be governed by consideration 
for the best interests and welfare of the Province.”

House.

In, at times, omitting the 
second petition, I had not considered that there was any slight, 
either veiled or actual, to His Majesty, the King. 

“Having in mind the broad and common conception of His 
Majesty, the King, as the Head of the Empire, I felt that in the 
patriotic spirit breathed in many of the references in the third 
petition for the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
and His Majesty’s other Dominions, and to quote from the peti- 
tion ‘More particularly for the Lieutenant Governor’ (who is 
His Majesty’s representative in this Province) ample reverence 


was expressed and due prayer was made for Our King and - 


Country. 

“Although strongly of the opinion that the question at issue 
does not in any sense suggest a Constitutional problem, neverthe- 
less, having in mind the dignity of this Assembly, the honour of 
its individual members, and the welfare of the Province, I am 
of the opinion that controversy over a point such as this should 
never be allowed to cast a shadow of suspicion on this House, or 
by any chance disrupt the. good relations now existing among 
our people. And, I am further of the opinion that, whatever the 


‘ 
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decision of this House on the motion now standing on the Order 
Paper may be, no action of the Speaker should be such as to raise 
the question.” 


Mr. Conner, Hon. Member for Warner, complained that a 
newspaper, “The Calgary Herald,” in its issue of the 12th instant, 
had mis-reported him, and that he wished to correct such state- 
ment. 

The newspaper stated that Mr. Conner declared “All the roads 
in Warner Constituency secured by Mr. Leffingwell had been got 
for purely political purposes.” 

Mr. Conner stated the following is what he said in his address:

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STATEMENT 


“The Government considers it advisable to reply to the ques- 
tion of the Honourable Member for Calgary with the following 
statement: 

“T concluded my statement to the Legislature on March 20th, 
1923, with the following words: 

“It is the intention of the Government therefore to have cer- 
tain enquiries made, which have indeed been invited by Mr. Cole- 
man, and I am authorized by Mr. Coleman to say that the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway Company will be willing to co-operate in 
such enquiry to the fullest extent, in order that the people of this 
Province may be entirely satisfied that the monies advanced by 
the Province have been expended in a manner consistent with 
the duty of the Company as Manager of this Railway line-under 
its agreement with the Provincial Government.” 

“The Government at first considered a public enquiry by a 
judicial or partly judicial, tribunal would best satisfy the public 
mind on the questions at issue. Negotiations with the Canadian, 
Pacific Railway Company as to the nature of the tribunal pro- 
ceeded to the point where an agreement was reached that a 
Supreme Court Judge should act as chairman of the Enquiry 
Board, but upon the Government applying to the Department of 
Justice of the Dominion Government for the necessary consent of 
that Department, pursuant to section 35 of The Judges’ Act, the 
Minister of Justice declined to consent to a judge acting in this 
capacity. The effort to establish this form of tribunal therefore 
failed. Inasmuch as the questions raised in the departmental re- 
port involve a legal interpretation of certain paragraphs of the 
agreement of July, 1920, on which there are wide differences of 
opinion, the Government is not satisfied that the conclusions of 
any other form of tribunal would be satisfactory. 

“However, the Government has caused to be made independ- 
ent investigations with regard to the physical condition of the 
railways concerned and will continue to gather all information 
possible for its guidance in dealing with the questions raised by 
the departmental report in order to determine whether the monies 
advanced by the Province have been expended and the manage- 
ment and operation conducted in a manner consistent with the 
duty of the Company as Manager of this railway line. 

“It has already been pointed out that inasmuch as the agree- 
ment with the Canadian Pacific Railway Company of July, 1920, 


expires in 1925, the first duty of the Government this year must- 


be a thorough and comprehensive survey of the whole situation 
in order to recommend to this Legislature, at its next Session, a 
policy with respect to the future of the line in the event that 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company does not exercise its 
option under the agreement. In view of the importance of the 
issues involved, the Government does not consider it would be in 
the public interest to make public the result of the investigations 
to date, but the report of such investigations will be available 
to this House when it is called upon to consider the disposition 
of this railway line.”

Mr. Mills asked the Government the following questions, of 
which he had given notice, and which were answered by Hon.

Mr. J. W. S. Chappelle and Mr. H. W. R. Shepherd were 
the Resident Engineers on the Central Canada Railway and 
Grande Prairie Branch extensions, respectively. 

Q. 2. What was the nature and extent of the work done on 
each extension and what was the total cost of the work in each 
case? 

A. On the Grande Prairie Branch extension the grading and 
culverts were 53% completed upon the cessation of work. All 
the necessary ties, fence-posts, telegraph poles and piling required 
for the work have been delivered. The total cost of the grading 
done and material delivered as at December 31st, 1923, was 
$74,502.38. On the Central Canada extension the grading and 
culverts were 35% completed when the work closed down. All 
ties, fence-posts, and telegraph poles have been delivered for this 
extension also. The total cost of grading done and material de- 
livered on the Central Canada Railway Extension as at Decem- 
ber 31st, 1923, was $52,365.69. ° 

Q. 3. Give names of the contractors in each case and the 
place of business and residence. 

A. James W. Mohler of Ohaton, Aineee: is the contractor 
for all grading and culverts, erection of bridges, right-of-way 
fencing, and telephone line, on both extensions. 

Frank Donald of Grande Prairie, Alberta, is the contractor 
for the delivery of ties, fence-posts, telephone poles and piling 
required for both extensions. 

Q. 4. What was the price per acre allowed and paid the con- 
tractor for clearing and grubbing the right-of-way of said ex- 
tension? 

A. The price paid the contractor for clearing and grubbing 
on both extensions was $24 and $50 per acre, respectively.

MEMORANDUM RE NATURAL RESOURCES 


To THE RIGHT HONOURABLE W. L. MACKENZIE KING, 

Prime Minister of Canada, ; 

Ottawa, Ontario. 

In resuming negotiations with respect to the transfer to the Province 
of Alberta of its natural resources, I desire, on behalf of the Government 
of that Province, to summarize briéfly the result of the more recent nego- 
tiations. 

The position, when your Government took office, may be indieated by 
the following extract from a letter addressed to Premier Stewart by the 
Honourable Arthur Meighen, dated December 7th, 1920: 

“Tn recent years at least, the difficulty in dealing with the problem 
has been not in any reluctance on the part of the Federal Government to 
transfer the resources in question but in arriving at terms acceptable or 
fairly acceptable to the Prairie Provinces on the one hand and to the re- 
mainder of the Dominion on the other.” 

The letter then suggests: 

“Tf you (the Provincial Government) would be willing to abate the 
whole or part of such subsidy it would be of real value if you would state 
just the maximum extent to which you would be prepared to go.” 

I refer to this letter as indicating that the late Federal Government 
recognized the right of the Prairie Provinces to their resources, and from 
that time it became a question of reaching an agreement as to what extent 
the present subsidy should be abated. 

Negotiations with your Government commenced with your letter of 
February 20th, 1922, which I think may be fairly summarized as follows: 

(a) That if the Province would accept a settlement on the basis of the 
termination of the subsidy without any accounting the whole transfer 
might be quickly arranged and the land could without any further delay 
be handed over to the Province. 

- (b) In the alternative, your Government would agree to an accounting 
on a receipt and expenditure basis from the beginning by an independent 
tribunal, and any sum found due to the Province by the Dominion to be 
capitalized and interest adjusted in connection with the annual provincial 
subsidy. 

(c) If, apart from the land subsidy question, the Eastern Provinces 
feel they have any claim, that claim would have to be considered on its 
merits, and it should not be an obstacle to a settlement between the Dominion 
and Prairie Provinces. 

This letter was the basis of further conferences in Ottawa in April 
and November of last year which resulted in a definite offer to the Province 
by your Government, as confirmed in your letter of January 12th, 1923, 
of the transfer to the Province of the resources and the payment of the 
subsidy for three years to be construed “not as an obligation to continue 
the subsidy for the period mentioned, but rather as a consideration suffi- 
cient to meet what might be necessary in the way of outlay on the. part 
of the Government of Alberta in effecting the transfer and arranging for 
the administration of the resources under its control.” We were very much 
disappointed in the offer, inasmuch as apart from any consideration of the 


alienation of provincial land for Federal purposes, this offer of compensa-

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tion is considerably less than the amount which your Department of Natural — 


Resources estimated would be due the Province as a result of an accounting 
on a receipt and expenditure basis, as suggested in your letter of February 
20th, 1922. : 

In now resuming negotiations, I assume that the Dominion Government 
recognizes the right of the Province (a) to its natural resources; (0b) to 
payment of a sum sufficient to enable it to set up machinery for the admin- 
istration of the resources; and (c) that any claim of the Eastern Provinces - 
should be considered entirely apart from the matter of the transfer to the- 
Province of its resources. ‘ 

The Province, on the other hand, has consistently urged that, in addi-— 
tion to the transfer of their unalienated resources, we are entitled to com- 
pensation for lands alienated for purely Federal purposes, and the Govern- 
ment of Alberta still believes this would be a sound and equitable basis 
of settlement. 

Recognizing, however, the desirability of avoiding any prolonged or 
expensive arbitration proceedings, the Alberta representatives, at the last 
conference, suggested that, in order to expedite a settlement, they would 
be willing to forego all other considerations of lands alienated for purely 
Federal purposes, providing the Dominion Government would compensate — 
the Province for 6,400,000 acres of land alienated for subsidizing railways 
constructed entirely outside of the boundaries of Alberta and therefore 
for purely Federal purposes, such lands to be valued at a reasonable sum 
and the amount capitalized, and the present subsidy to be adjusted accord- 
ingly. The Provincial representatives further suggested that any settle- 
ment on this basis would mean the payment of compensation to the Province 
equivalent to the continuance of the subsidy for a period of not less than _ 
ten years. 

For your information in considering the question of compensation which | 
should be fair to the Province, I wish again to urge upon your Government 
the consideration of the very difficult financial position in which the Province 
of Alberta to-day finds itself, mainly arising from two causes, first, the very 
heavy expenditure annually required over and above the revenue derived. 
in maintaining the interest charges in connection with the provincial rail- 
ways, the Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Columbia Railway and the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Railway, both of which are essentially colon- 
ization roads, and for which no subsidy whatever was paid by the Dominion 
Government, notwithstanding the fact that similar roads in other provinces 
have received subsidies as high as $6,400.00 per mile, and, secondly, the 
very heavy outlay required in maintaining necessary facilities and public 
services by reason of the very great areas of the Province settled by. com- 
paratively few settlers, and more particularly the outlay required by the 
Province in what may be called “the Drought Area,” a:l of which arises 
by reason of the immigration policy of the various Governments of Canada 
over which the Province had no control. 

This situation has made the question of the natural resources a very 
vital one, so far as the Province of Alberta is concerned, and I feel should 
fairly be taken into consideration by your Government in deciding what 
additional compensation your Government would be willing to pay to the 
Province in an effort to settle this question.

I have received this morning your letter of the 2nd instant. It sets forth 
accurately the position of our negotiations at the time of the recent confer- 
ence in Ottawa, with the understanding, however, that our willingness to 
continue the present subsidy in lieu of lands for a period of three years, 
was made solely to permit of an immediate settlement of the question be- 
tween our respective Governments, and was to be construed, not as an 
obligation to continue the subsidy for the period mentioned, but, rather, as 
a consideration sufficient to meet what might be necessary in the way of 
outlay on the part of the Government of Alberta in effecting the transfer 
and arranging for the administration of the resources under its control. 

It was not contemplated that our proposal should be regarded as a 
standing offer, the essence of it being, as indicated, that i+ should constitute 
a means of terminating the whole matter without the necessity of further 
negotiations. 

If I am to understand that your Government has definitely determined 
that the proposal is inadequate and therefore cannot be accepted, it must 
now be regarded as definitely terminated, and, as regards future negotia- 
tions, it will have, therefore, to be assumed that the situation reverts to 
what it was at the opening of our last conference. 
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If on the other hand the expression in your letter that the “offer is 


quite inadequate” is not to be construed as meaning “is therefore unac- — 


ceptable,” our Government is prepared to stand by the proposal until such 
time as we may have had opportunity to receive definite word from you 
on this point. This we think should be not later than the 31st of the present 
month, at which time our Parliament re-assembles.

Since our return from the conference with your Government at Ottawa 
in November last, on the natural resources question, the Honourable Mr. 
Brownlee and myself have discussed very fully with our colleagues the 
result of the conference. - 

In order that the present status of negotiations between our respective 
Governments for the adjustment of this matter may be placed definitely 
on record on our files, and in order that the present situation may be made 
clear, I desire on behalf of the Government of this Province to set out the 
present position as we understand it. 

You will recall that in our discussion with yourself and the Honourable 
Charles Stewart in April last, we endeavored at your suggestion, to find 
a basis of settlement that would eliminate the long and costly proceedings 
of an accounting and arbitration, and the following basis of settlement was 
suggested on behalf of the Government of this Province, viz.: 

The turning over the remaining resources to the Province, present 
subsidy to be waived on condition that compensation be given for re- 
sources alienated from the Province of Alberta for purely Federal pur- 
poses and, again to avoid lengthy investigation, we agreed to waive all 
other claims and to confine ourselves to claim for compensation for 
6,400,000 acres of lands alienated just prior to the formation of the 
Province for subsidizing the construction of railways outside the Prov- 
ince of Alberta, these lands to be capitalized at a figure to be agreed upon 
and the amount paid over to the Province over a term of years. 

This still appears to us to be a basis of settlement which is fair and 
equitable and sound in principle. ° 

It was apparent, however, upon resumption of negotiations in Novem- 
ber that the proposal did not find favour with your Government, and the 
following proposal was submitted by your Government to the representatives 
of the Government of Alberta, namely: a 

To turn over to the Government of the Province of Alberta the 
natural resources still unalienated, plus the continuation of the present 
subsidy in lieu of lands for a period of three years. 

This proposal has been very carefully considered and I have to inform 
you that the Government of this Province feel that such an offer is quite 
inadequate, on any basis of valuation either of the lands above referred to 
or of the resources alienated for Federal purposes. 


We regret very much indeed that your Government and the Govern- 


ment of this Province have so far been unable to come to an agreement on 
this important matter which has for so long been under discussion. 


I beg to assure you that it is the desire of this Government to reach | 


a settlement and to this end we will be pleased to confer further with you 
at any future date.

You will recall that, in April last, representatives of the Governments 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta met at Ottawa at your request, to 
discuss with you the natural resources question with a view to arriving 
at an agreement which would permit of the control of the natural resources 
of the three Prairie Provinces being handed over by the Dominion Govern- 
ment to the Governments of the respective Provinces. 

You will further recall that the representatives of the Province of Mani- 
toba returned to Winnipeg early in the negotiations, and that Premier Dun- 
ning and the Honourable Mr. Hamilton, representing the Province of Sas- 
katchewan, left later for the purpose of consulting their colleagues at 
Regina. Negotiations on behalf of the Province of Alberta were continued 
by Attorney General Brownlee and myself at greater length. We were 
unable to reach a basis of settlement and returned to Edmonton with the 
understanding that negotiations would be resumed after the House of Com- 
mons, which was then in session, prorogued. 

I have refrained from pressing the matter earlier, knowing that many 
of your Ministers were away from Ottawa. We are anxious to re-open 
negotiations on behalf of the Province of Alberta at as early a date as pos- 
sible and would appreciate it very much if you would wire me at your 
earliest convenience when your Government would be prepared to go further 
into this matter.

Since the close of our recent session, I have been able to carefully con- — 
sider with my colleagues your letter of February 20th. We are gratified 
indeed to note your desire at the outset of your administration to reach a — 
settlement of this question which has been in controversy for so long a 
time. 
In reviewing the correspondence between the Premiers of the Dominion = 
and of this Province, it would appear that the right of the Province to its ae 
unalienated resources has, for some time, been fully conceded. In his letter 
of December 7th, 1920, the Honourable Arthur Meighen says in part: “The 
Government is not only prepared to transfer the remainder of the resources _ 
to the Prairie Provinces upon terms that can be accepted as fair, but it is 
anxious to do everything in its power to arrive at such terms.” Since that 
time at least, it would seem clear that the whole question was simply one | 
of agreeing to terms of transfer and could have been settled at any time 
on the basis of your first suggestion that this Province be content to accept 
its unalienated resources and, ignoring the transactions of the past, waive — 
all claims to the subsidy in lieu of lands. But, while it is of great moment 
to this Province, that the remaining resources should be transferred without 
delay, it seems to us that the value of these resources that have hitherto — 
been alienated for purely Federal purposes cannot be entirely overlooked. 

We are, therefore, encouraged to note from your letter the alternative ~ 
proposition that if the Provinces prefer an accounting from the beginning by 
an independent tribunal you would not object. This method of settlement is 
very acceptable to us, and we will be very glad to meet you or your Gov- 
ernment at an early date in an effort to arrive at a satisfactory basis for 
such accounting. 

We would urge, however, that the Dominion cannot discharge its re- — 
sponsibility by accounting only on the basis suggested in your letter, that 
is by crediting the Province with all moneys received by tne Dominion and 
charging it with all outlay by the Dominion in relation to the management ~—__ 
of the resources. Such an accounting must be wide enough to include the 
question of what compensation the Province should receive for the resources 
which have hitherto been alienated for the benefit of the Dominion as a 
whole. 2 
To put the position taken by this Province definitely, I may say that 
we stand ready (1) To take over the control of the natural resources of - 
the Province as yet unalienated, and (2) To waive all claims for subsidy 
for lands under The Alberta Act, provided a Satisfactory indemnity is ee 
arranged for such of the resources as have been used for purely Federal 
purposes. eee 

It is, of course, understood that any arrangement that might be made 
would be subject to the approval of both the Dominion Parliament and the — ae 
Legislature of this Province. nae

My Dear Sir: : ‘ a ae 
I have been discussing with my colleagues the question of the claim 
of the Provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta for their lands. 
and other natural resources. We are very desirous of having this long 
standing question settled. Sar = 
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In the earlier days of Confederation, when the Prairie Provinces were 
organized, the several Dominion Governments of the time held that these 
resources, which in the case of the older portions of the Dominion belonged 
to the Provinces, should in the case of the Prairie Provinces be held and 
administered by the Dominion Government. Reasons which were accepted 
at that time as satisfactory are not necessarily sound as applied to present 
conditions, when the three Provinces have reached maturity. The desire of 
the Provincial authorities to have the control of these resources is natural, 
and we are anxious, as far as possible, to meet their wishes. 


In time past the question has been somewhat complicated by objections 
raised on the part of the Governments of some of the older Provinces, who 
have claimed that compliance with the requests of the Prairie Govern- 
ments would create new conditions under which the Eastern Provinces 
would be entitled to compensation. It is probable that this claim of the 
Eastern Provinces arose largely from a belief that the aim of the Prairie 
Provinces was to receive the lands, ete, and to continue to receive the 
subsidy allowed in lieu of lands. Perhaps the earlier claims of the Prairie 
Provinces afforded some warrant for such an attitude. We think, however, 
that any claim on the part of the Eastern Provinces will probably be re- 
moved if it be clearly understood that in receiving the lands from the 
Dominion the Prairie Provinces will surrender the subsidy now paid in lieu 
of lands. When it was deemed inexpedient to give lands, etc., to the Pro- 
vincial Governments, compensation was made to them by subsidies in lieu 
of lands, in addition to the ordinary subsidy which all the Provinces received. 
We do not see how the Prairie Provinces could seriously expect to receive 
the lands and at the same time continue to receive the land subsidy. We are 
persuaded that upon full consideration of the matter such a claim would 
not be pressed. If, then, it be clearly understood that on the Dominion Goy- 
ernment delivering the lands to the Provinces the land subsidy will cease, 
it is not likely that the Eastern Provinces will adhere to their objections. 
If, however, apart from the land subsidy question, the Eastern Provinces 
feel that they have any claim, that claim would have to be considered on 
‘its merits, and it should not be an obstacle to the settlement of matters 
between the Dominion and the Prairie Provinces. 


The shortest and simplest way of settlement, the one admitting of 
quick results, would be to ignore the transactions of the past and make a 
fresh start. It is the opinion of some parties who have given the matter 
careful attention that an accounting for the transactions of the past would 
not likely result in any particular advantage on either side. It is sug- 
gested that whatever sums have been received by the Dominion Government 
from these lands are probably fully balanced by the sums expended by the 
Government in one way or another in the management of the lands. If 
there is a fair ground for this belief, would it be advisable to enter upon 
an accounting which would necessarily be a lengthy affair? If the Provinces 
could accept this short and swift method of adjustment, the whole transac- 
tion might be quickly arranged and the lands could without further delay 
be handed over to the Provinces. 


If, however, the Governments of the Prairie Provinces would not be 
satisfied with such an arrangement, but would prefer an accounting between 
the Dominion and the Provinces from the beginning, by an independent 
tribunal, we would not object to such a plan. In any agreement that might 
be come to along these lines it would be, of course, necessary that adequate 
provision be made for crediting the Provinces with all moneys received by 
the Dominion and charging to the Provinces all outlay by the Dominion, 
directly or indirectly, in relation to the management of the resources. Any 
award duly made by the tribunal should be binding on both sides. Any sum 
found to be due by the Dominion to a Province or by a Province to the 
Dominion might be capitalized and interest adjusted in connection with the 
annual Provincial subsidy. Upon the filing’ of the award and the adjust- 
ment of the account in this way, the Provinces would of course immediately 
receive possession of the resources. 


I am making these suggestions because of the earnest desire of our 
Government to bring about an early settlement of the question which has 
for so long been in controversy. If the Provinces are willing to agree to 
these suggestions, we shall do whatever we can to expedite the settlement 
accordingly. If these suggestions are not acceptable, then it must be under- 
stood that we make them without prejudice to the Dominion’s rights.
